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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the modification in view of Lyczek fails to teach the claimed course position information. 
(Remarks, Page 9). Applicant contends that Lyzeck renders a device with proximity sensors used autonomously by each vehicle in the 
system and hence, fails to teach the claimed invention. (Remarks, Page 9). Examiner respectfully disagrees. As pointed out in the Office 
Action, Lyczek's relevant teaching is sensors enabling the toy to detect objects in its path & output signals activating switches so the toy 
can change its direction. Modifying Wolf in view of DeAngelis with this element is merely a substitution of known elements yielding the 
predictable results of remote-control trains utilizing sensors to avert collisions. Applicant argues that unlike the claimed invention, Katzer 
acts as an intermediary for all user commands and fails to transmit information to the model or controller to adjust settings that influence 
model or controller responses. (Remarks, Page 10). Examiner respectfully disagrees. By Applicant's own characterization, Katzer's 
intermediary functions would still transmit information to adjust settings influencing model behavior. Applicant also argues that the 
combination fails to teach that data generated by the accessory device causes each controller to change a selected data map to an 
alternate data map, as in claims 17 & 18. (Remarks, Page 11). Examiner respectfully disagrees. As pointed out, in response to data 
generated by the accessory device, the controller may issue a stop command, halting movement. This command is selected from a 
possible set of data maps for model movement. Thus, the claimed feature is indeed taught. More importantly, the claims recite many 
instances of functional language. See for example claim 1 reciting "device for" a number of times. Such functional language fails to 
positively limit the claims & only requires prior art ability to perform. Since the prior art devices are clearly able to perform the functional 
steps, Applicant's arguments are further unpersuasive. Applicant is encouraged to positively recite claim limitations. 
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
